Summary of Contents 





Wholesale Prices in May (Page 750) 

A decline of 1°3 per cent—the largest in any month 
since January—is shown in the index number of 
wholesale prices for May, which is returned at 62°8, 
as against 63°6 in April. A comparison of the 150 
price averages taken shows 26 increases and 75 
decreases over the past month. The index number 
for May, 1930, was 73°3, so that a decline of 14°3 per 
cent. has occurred in the past twelve months. 


World Production of Motor Vehicles (Page 753) 

Last year’s output of motor vehicles in seventeen 
producing countries totalled 34-6 per cent. less than 
that of the record year 1929. The decrease in the 
United Kingdom, however, was very much smaller 
than in any other principal producing country and is 
stated to have been under 1-0 per cent. The com- 
bined United States-Canadian output fell by 38 per 
cent, 


Import Trade of India in 1930-31 (Page 753) 

For the fiscal year ended March 31 imports into 
british India showed a fall in value to Rs. 1642 crores 
trom Ks. 2402 crores in 1929-30. The United King- 
iom’s share declined to Rs. 614 crores, or 37-2 per 
‘ent. of the total, from Rs. 108 crores, or 42°8 per 
‘ent., mainly owing to reduced shipments of piece- 
voods, machinery and millwork, and galvanised 
sneets. | 


Our Overseas Trade in May (Page 758) 


A rise in exports of British products to £33-89 
million is shown from £32-48 million in the previous 
mnonth—due to increased shipments of 
wholly or mainly manufactured.

The decline of 13 per cent. in the index number of 
ali articles tor the month of May, as compared with 
April, still further continues the downward trend of 
wholesale prices which began in October, 1929. It is 
the largest percentage decline recorded since January 
‘this year, the decreases for the first five months of 
this year as compared each with the preceding month 
being 1-8, 0-6, 0-3, 0-2, and 1-3 per cent. respectively.

together with the composition of the 8 groups to which 
they then related, appeared in the “* B.T.J.’’ of April 
24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, however, that 
separate index numbers have since been compiled for 
coal and for wool, and these items are, therefore, no 
longer included in the respective groups of ‘* other 
met tals and minerals ’’ and “‘ other textiles.’’ There 
are now 10 groups for which separate index numbers 
are compiled, and the number of items included in each 
of these groups is shown in the preceding table 


In regard to cereals, the largest variations were an 
increase ot 9 per cent. in the ‘* Gazette average “' price 
of English wheat and a decrease of 10 per cent. for La 
Plata maize. Northern Manitoba wheat (No. 2 descrip- 
tion) and Rangoon rice were slightly cheaper, while 
there was an average increase of 4 per cent. in the price 
of flour (London, straights, ex-mill). In the ** meat 
group, Irish and Danish green bacon were cheaper by 
4 per cent. and 6 per cent. respectively, while Scotch 
beef (London), and New Zealand lamb were dearer by 
about 7 per cent. Among “ other foods, Danish 
butter was cheaper by an average of 6s. 6d. per cwt. 
(5 per cent.), New Zealand butter by 2s. 3d. per cwt. 
(2 per cent.), and English cheddar cheese by 4s. 6d. 
per ewt. (4:5 per cent.). Tea, cocoa, and sugar (Tate's 
cubes) all showed slightly lower average prices. 

There were few important variations in the averagt 
prices for May, as compared with April, of the indus- 
trial materials which are included in the table. Quota- 
tions for iron and steel were generally slic: tly lower, 
while household coal became cheaper. mn-ferrous 
metals all showed a further fall in price, “traits tin 
averaging about £10 per ton, and electrol;tic copper 
£3 13s. per ton cheaper. All the descriptions of raw 
eotton varns, cotton cloths, wool and woolle 
slightly cheaper, while raw 
jute was slightly dearer. Prices of the building 
materials for which quotations are included in the table 
were unchanged. Rubber was quoted at 24%d. per |b. 
on May 1, and at 34d. per lb. on May 29.

Bri tish pork (5s. per ewt.), and potatoes on the London 
and Birmingham cl ses by 4s. and 7s. per ton respec- 
tively. Apples and oranges became dearer. Quotations 
for most of the items of industrial materials remained 
unchanged during May, slight reductions in price bein 
recorded for a few descriptions of pig iron and steel, 
and for two descriptions of coal. Cotton yarns, cotton 
cloths, raw wool and wool yarns were all slight!

WORLD PRODUCTION OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES IN 1930 


OUTPUT OF PRINCIPAL PRODUCING 
COUNTRIES 


According to information published in the ‘‘ United 
States Commerce Reports,’’ dated May 25 (page 443), 
motor vehicle production in seventeen producing coun- 
tries in 1930 amounted to 4,109,000 vehicles, a decrease 
of 2,168,000 vehicles, or 34-6 per cent., from the record 
output of 6,277,000 vehicles in 1929. It is claimed 
that these figures of world production are based either 
mn official reports or on the most reliable data avail- 
able. 


It is a matter of considerable interest to note that, 
according to the provisional figures of output in 1930, 
compiled by the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, Limited, the decrease in production in the 
United Kingdom as compared with 1929 was under 
10 per cent., a decline very much smaller than that 
experienced by any other principal producing country. 
While there was a decrease in output from 238,800 
vehicles in 1929 to 236,500 vehicles in 1930, home gales 
were fully maintained, the export trade accounting for 
the whole of the decrease. 


According to the figures published in the ‘‘ Commerce 
Reports ’’ referred to above, the combined United 
States-Canadian output in 1930 showed a decrease of 
38 per cent. as compared with 1929, while the per- 
eentage declines in the cases of France and Germany 
were 10-5 and 12-0 respectively, and for all other 
foreign countries together a decline of 23-2 per cent. is 
shown. 


The following table shows the production of motor 
vehicles in the five principal producing countries in 
1929 and 1930; the figures are those published in the 
“Commerce Reports ’’ with the exception of those 
relating to this country, which have been provided by 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, 
Limited. The figures relate only to complete vehicles 
manufactured by companies strictly national in 
character, and not to the output of assembly plants in 
varlous countries.

Assuming that the figures for France for 1930 are 
substantially correct, it will be seen that the United 
Kingdom took in 1930 the first place as a producing 
‘Ountry in Kurope. 

An interesting feature of the figures shown in the 
table above is the greater relative decline shown in the 
production of passenger cars as compared with com- 
mercial vehicles. ‘The world output of commercial 
vehicles in 1930 decreased by 24:8 per cent.—that of 
the United Kingdom increasing by 18-2 per cent.— 
while the world passenger car production declined by 
063 per cent.

BRITISH INDIA 


IMPORT TRADE IN FISCAL YEAR, 1930—31 


Total imports into India showed a drop from Rs. 2404 
crores in 1929-30 to Rs. 1642 crores in the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1931, states *‘‘ A Survey of the 
Import Trade of India,’’ which has been prepared by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta. 

The United Kingdom share dropped from Rs. 103 
crores (42°8 per cent.) to Rs. 61} crores (37:2 per cent.). 
This heavy decline in the imports from the United 
Kingdom was partly attributable to the depressed con- 
ditions in India and partly to the political situation. 
There were heavy reductions in the imports from the 
United Kingdom under the following headings :—

The increase in the percentage of imports from the 
United States was attributable to increased imports 
of raw cotton, electrical machinery, oil crushing and 
refining machinery, wrought copper and pneumatic 
motor covers. Increased imports are shown from Japan 
of white bleached piece-goods and piece-goods of cotton 
and artificial silk. 


IMPORTS OF TEXTILES 


Cotton Yarns.—Total imports fell from 43-8 million 
lbs. to 29°1 million ibs. and the value from Rs. 600 
lakhs to Rs. 808 lakhs. Imports from the United King- 
dom dropped from 20 million lbs., valued at Rs. 296 
lakhs, to 10 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 126 lakhs. All 
countries shared in the decline, except China, who 
increased her imports from 10°5 million lbs. to 117 
million lbs.; but, owing to lower prices, the value fell 
from Rs. 111 lakhs to Rs. 96 lakhs. 


Grey Piece-Goods (unbleached).—The total trade, 
which, in the previous year amounted to 925°5 million 
vards. valued at Rs. 21 crores, totalled only 365 million 
vards, valued at Rs. 7 crores, in 1930-31.

Coloured, Printed or Dyed Piece-Goods.—The total 
trade was only slightly over half of that of the previous 
year, declining from 483 million yards, valued at Rs. 15 
crores, to 246 million yards, valued at Rs. 6? crores. 
Imports from all countries shared in this reduction, the 
United Kingdom ’s share falling from 278 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 9504 lakhs, to 147 million yards, valued 
at Rs. 4474 lakhs. Imports from Japan, the next 
largest supplier, fell from 154 million yards, valued at 
Rs. 3442 lakhs, to 74 million yards, valued at Rs. 1433 
lakbs. Imports from the Netherlands and Italy were 
reduced to 84 million yards (Rs. 35 lakhs) and 83 
million yards (Rs. 28 lakhs) respectively.

TANGANYIKA TRADE, JANUARY-FEBRUARY 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa reports that 
during the first two months of the current year imports 
(excluding Government imports) were valued at £366,013, 
while exports of domestic produce totalled £295,987, 
The totals for the first two months of last year were 
£643,329 (including Government imports) and £463,611 
respectively. 


It will be seen when comparing the two sets of figures 
that the exclusion of Government imports resulted in a con- 
siderable drop in the figure and percentage of imports 
shown as consigned from Great Britain, materially alter- 
ing the view of our competitive position in the market, 
while there is little or no reduction in the figures of our 
chief competitors and in all cases an increase in their per- 
centage of the trade.

BRITISH INDIA 
BALANCE OF TRADE IN FISCAL YEAR, 1930-51 


During the twelve months ended March, 1931, the value 
of imports decreased, as compared with the fiscal year 
1929-30, by Rs. 76 crores, or 31 per cent., and amounted to 
Rs. 165 crores, states ‘‘ A Survey of the Import Trade of 
India for the Fiscal Year 1930-31,’’ which has been pre- 
pared by H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta. Total 
exports, including re-exports, fell by Rs. 92 crores, or 
29 per cent., to Rs. 226 crores. Exports of Indian mer- 
chandise showed a decrease of Rs. 90 crores, or 29 per cent., 
and re-exports also decreased by Rs. 1,99 lakhs, or 28 per 
cent. The grand total of imports, exports and re-exports 
amounted to Rs. 390 crores, as against Rs. 559 crores in 
1929-30, a decrease of Rs. 169 crores, or 30 per cent. 


Imports of treasure (private and Government) decreased 
by Rs. 97 lakhs to Rs. 26,86 lakhs. Gold bullion declined by 
Rs. 17 lakhs to Rs. 6,14 lakhs, but sovereigns and other 
British gold coin by Rs. 46 lakhs to Rs. 6,93 lakhs and other 
coined gold by Rs. 34 lakhs to Rs. 17 lakhs. The value of 
silver imported increased by Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 13,47 lakhs, 
but that of currency notes fell by about Rs. 3 lakhs to 
Rs. 15 Jakhs.

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department,

RAINFALL AND Monsoon 

Calcutta, June 7.—Rainfall has been nearly general in 
Malabar on seven days; in Konkan on three; in My sore and 
Lower Burma on two; and in Orissa, South Hyderabad and 
South Konkan on one day. There was widespread rainfall 
on two days in Lower Burma and local or few falls of rain 
elsewhere. 

The monsoon has advanced to the Bay of Bengal and the 
south-east of the Arabian Sea. 


Poona, June 7.—The monsoon rainfall in the Peninsula 
and North-East India is expected to be within 20 per cent.

IRISH FREE STATE 


CENSUS OF THE WOOD FURNITURE AND 
UPHOLSTERY INDUSTRY (REPORT NO 20) 
Under the Statistics (Census of Production) Orders 


(Statutory Rules and Orders No. 38, 1929, and No. 3, 1930), 
made under the Statistics Act, 1926, Returns were received 
from the 104 establishments engaged in the manufacture of 
wood furniture and upholstery in the lIrish Free State. 
During the year 72 establishments worked 300 days or 
over, 24 establishments worked between 270 and 299 days, 
and the remaining eight establishments worked less than 
270 days. The normal hours worked per week by wage- 
earners were 44 in 45 establishments, 47 in 39 establish- 
ments, 48 or over in 17 establishments, and, in the remain- 
ing three establishments the hours worked were 42, 45 and 
46 per week respectively. Only seven establishments re- 
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ported working short time during the year through slack- 
ness of trade. The instructions issued with the Forms stated 
that where partly finished goods were bought and additional 
work was done on them, they should be included in the firm’s 
output, but where finished goods were bought and resold in 
the same condition they should not be included. Accord- 
ingly, in the figures of the value of the gross output there 
is probably a small amount of duplication to the extent that 
the value of partly manufactured goods (e.g., the frame- 
work of chairs, etc.), which are made by one concern and 
sold to another for further manufacturing processes of 
upholstering, polishing, etc., is included in the gross output 
value returned on the schedules of both concerns, i.e., at 
the intermediate stage of manufacture and at the final 
stage. This duplication, however, does not affect the value 
of the ‘‘ net output” as the cost of the frames, etc., pur- 
chased by the maker of the finished article is included under 
‘‘materials used.’’ It is known that there is a certain 
amount of the cheaper classes of furniture (chairs, tables, 
presses, etc.) made in private houses or similar places, but 
it was not possible to obtain a list of these places for the 
purpose of sending them schedules, and, accordingly, no 
account of that part of the wood furniture industry is in- 
cluded in the Report, nor is it possible to estimate its value. 
A large number of concerns in the wood furniture and 
upholstery industry are also engaged in the making up of 
carpets, draperies, etc., and in repairing furniture, etc., 
for customers, and it was found convenient to obtain, on 
the wood furniture and upholstery returns, particulars re- 
lating to this class of work done, but the value shown repre- 
‘ents the labour costs only, i.e., the value of the goods made 
up is not included.

The materials used by the 104 establishments were valued 
at £219,662, as against £173,626 in 1926 and included hard- 
wood, £41,334; mattress ticking, £26,325; hair, £21,364;

SOUTHERN RHODESIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1930 


It was not to be expected that the world-wide depression 
prevailing in 1930 would leave Southern Rhodesia unscathed, 
and the final figures for the import and export trade of the 
past year are found to be lower than in either 1929 or 1928, 
though greater than in any year before the latter vear, 
states the Preliminary Report on the trade of Southern 
Rhodesia with countries overseas, the Union of South 
Africa and Northern Rhodesia during 1930. 

Before quoting any figures reference may be made to a 
few points which materially affect comparisons between the 
figures for 1930 and those for earlier years. 

Before January 1, 1930, the trade returns of Southern 
Rhodesia were wholly compiled and published by the 
Customs Statistical Office of the Union of South Africa at 
Pretoria. The late date at which the necessary details were 
received militated against the early preparation of the 
annual Report for presentation to the Legislative Assembly, 
and caused the Government to decide that in future the 
trade statistics of Southern Rhodesia should be compiled 
and published by the Statistical Bureau, Salisbury. 

With one exception the changes made during 1930 in the 
method of compilation have been small. That exception 
concerns the statistical treatment of the duty-paid imports 
of merchandise destined for Northern Rhodesia, but cleared 
at Beira by the Southern Rhodesian Customs Agency at that 
port on behalf of the Government of Northern Rhodesia. 
Up to and including 1929 the Customs Statistical authori- 
ties at Pretoria included these goods on entry as imports 
into Southern Rhodesia and subsequently on their leaving 
for Northern Rhodesia included them among Southern 
Rhodesian exports. | 

The result of this erroneous method of treating what is 
merely transit trade has been to inflate both the imports 
and exports for some years past by large amounts. Prior 
to 1930 the value of this traffic cannot be precisely stated, 
but for 1929 is estimated at £630,396. Since January 1], 
1930, however, separate account of this traffic has been kept, 
and for the year 1930 its value was £760,979.

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Imports from Canada, Australia, India, Ceylon and 
Northern Rhodesia all showed small decreases in 1930 com- 
pared with 1929. The most significant change, however, 
has been the reduction in imports from the Union of South 
Africa, the value of which dropped from £1,750,000 in 1929 
to £1,120,000 in 1930, a decline of £630,000, or 36 per cent., 
while the Union’s proportion of the total imports dropped 
from 20-3 per cent. in 1929 (old method) to 13-8 per cent. in 
1930 (old method), or 15-2 per cent. (new method). 


Among foreign sources of supply the chief is the United 
States, and imports from that country in 1930 showed a sub- 
stantial falling off in 1930 compared with 1929, its pro- 
portion of total imports dropping from about 12 per cent. 
in 1929 to about 104 per cent. in 1930. 


In addition, purchases of foreign goods from Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, Sweden, France were smaller in 1930 than 
1929. On the other hand, from Portuguese East Africa, 
Japan, Holland and the Dutch East Indies purchases were 
larger. 


As regards exports, the United Kingdom and Northern 
Rhodesia received £3,275,565 and £2,119,152 respectively 
(new method), as against £3,928,087 and £2,198,206 in 1929 
(old method); South Africa received £557,927 (£994,606) ; 
Belgian Congo, £519,397 (£611,092); the United States, 
£369 ,955 (£501 697); Portuguese East Africa, £312,291 
(£253,523): and Italy, £124,527 (£6,112). 


FOREIGN 


ARGENTINA 
PORT IMPROVEMENTS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Buenos 
Aires reports that the Department of Navigation and Ports 
has submitted to the Ministry of Public Works its budget 
for the current year, showing an estimated expenditure of 
18 million dollars. This sum represents an economy of 
6 million dols. in comparison with the budget for 1930, 
amounting to 24 million dols. 


Of the new budget some 60 per cent. is represented by 
expenditure on the conservation and improvement of the 
Ports of Buenos Aires, La Plata and the State shipyards at 
Riachuelo. The remaining 40 per cent. is earmarked for 
dredging, ballasting and general upkeep of the Ports of 
Rosario, Diamante, Santa Fe and Concepcion del Uruguay. 


It is estimated that approximately 25 million cubic 
metres will be dredged during the current year, of which 
15 million will be accounted for by the Indio channel, the 
Northern and Southern sections of the Port of Buenos 
Aires, and the Port of La Plata. A total of 5 million cubic 
metres will also be dredged from the rivers Parana and 
Uruguay, and a similar quantity from other waterways, 
including the entrance to the Port of Rosario. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL 


The British Commercial Secretary at Prague reports 
that during April last imports and exports were provision- 
ally valued at 1,006,163,000 crowns and 1,167,660,000 crs. 
respectively, while the totals for the first four months of the 
current year were 3,614,135,000 crs. and 4,252,818,000 crs. 
respectively. It will be seen, therefore, that the country’s 
trade balance during these two periods was favourable to 
the extent of 161,497,000 crs. and 638,683,000 crs. respec- 
tively.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


The Finnish Consul-General in London reports that trade 
with nearly all countries declined during the quarter under 
review, due partly to the general drop in prices. From 
the Finnish point of view, however, the course of the trade 
developed in a favourable direction, in so far that while 
exports have decreased by 20 per cent. imports have been 
reduced by 31 per cent. The result, therefore, was that the 
trade balance for the first quarter of the current year 
showed a small export surplus, whereas in previous years 
the reverse was the case. 

During the three months ended March 31 last imports 
and exports were valued at £3,427,924 and £3,478.144, as 
compared with £4,938,317 and £4,372,215 respectively in ‘the 
first quarter of 1930. Of the total trade, Great Britain 
supplied £452,207 of the imports and received £1,428,521 
of the exports. In 1930 the totals were £599,912 and 
£1,732,083 respectively. 


POLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH 

The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that imports and exports during March last amounted in 
value to 125,474,000 zloty (£2,894,000) and 163,827,000 
zloty (£3, 779 000) respectively, an excess in value of 
the latter over the former of 38,353,000 zloty (£885,000). 
The imports were less by 603,000 zloty and exports by 
321,000 zloty than in the corresponding ‘month of 1930.

UNITED KINGDOM—ROUMANIA 
TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 
The Board of Trade announce that the ratifications of 

the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between the 
United Kingdom and Roumania, signed on August 6, 1930, 
were exchanged on May 12. The Treaty has been in force 
provisionally since the day following its signature, and a 
summary of its provisions was published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” 
of August 7, 1930 (pages 166-7). 


FRANCE—FINLAND 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 

An Agreement was concluded on April 24 by an exchange 
of notes between France and Finland for the development 
of their maritime relations. The Agreement entered into 
force on May 4, and will remain in force until replaced 
by a definitive instrument, subject to denunciation at 
three monilhs’ notice. 

The Agreement provides for national treatment of the 
vessels of one party, their crews, passengers, and cargoes, 
in the territories of the other, particularly in respect of 
dues and taxes. This provision does not apply to the 
coasting trade, pilotage and towing services; nor to privi- 
leges accorded to the national fishing industry and to the 
national mercantile marine, with a view to its development. 

France also agrees not to claim the privileges accorded 
by Finland to Russian fishing vessels or to Russian vessels 
engaged in whaling in the Arctic Ocean. 

In French Colonial ports Finnish vessels will 
most-favoured-nation treatment.

FRANCE—GREECE 
REVISED COMMERCIAL ARRANGEMENT 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of June 2 publishes the 
text of a revised Commercial Arrangement between France 
and Greece which was signed on May 23. Except for pro- 
visions which require legislative sanction, the Arrangement 
was enforced provisionally ten days after signature (i.e., on 
June 2). It is concluded for two years, but may be con- 
tinued thereafter subject to six months’ notice of denuncia- 
tion. However, if not approved by the French Parliament 
before July 14, the Arrangement is to be considered as null 
and void. 

The Arrangement re-inforces, with certain modifications, 
the Commercial Convention of March 11, 1929, between the 
two countries, which had been denounced and went out of 
force in April. The consolidations and reductions of 
Customs duties provided for in that Convention are also 
reintroduced (with one exception).* The two Governments 
agree to refund to importers the difference between their 

‘General’? and lowest duties on all goods imported 
between April 17 and June 2. 

Various provisions are laid down for the treatment of 
Greek wines in France. In particular, Greece is to be 
allowed to import a fluctuating annual quota at a specially 
reduced duty. In the event of this quota being reduced 
below a certain figure, or in the event of the trade in 
wines and musts being hindered by the future introduction 
in either country of measures which do not equally affect 
local products, the Arrangement may be denounced at two 


months’ notice.

FINLAND 


IMPORT DUTIES ON COLLARS AND 
FOOTWEAR INCREASED 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Helsing- 
fors has forwarded a copy and translation of a Decision of 
the Council of State issued on May 29, which increases the 
import duty on white collars, starched or ironed (ex Tariff 
No. 332) from 80 to 120 Finnish marks per kilog., and the 
import duty on footwear, not specially mentioned in the 
Tariff, weighing more than 400 grs. per pair; also footwear 
of other materials than leather, not specially mentioned in 
the Tariff (Tariff No. 477), from 20 to 48 Finnish marks per 
kilog.

FRANCE 
DUTY ON CIGARS 

In consequence of the enforcement of the Commercial 
Convention between France and Cuba, the lrench Customs 
duty on cigars of any origin, when allowed to be imported 
for the personal use of the importer, has been fixed at 
420 francs per kilog. (Formerly Havana cigars paid 520 frs. 
and other cigars 320 frs. per kilog.) 


GERMANY 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘f Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ”? for June 6 contains 
a Ministerial Order, dated June 4 and effective as from 
June 10, which adds a Note to No. 6 of the German 
Customs Tariff, providing that millet for husking, im- 
ported under Customs control, is to be dutiable at the 
reduced rate of 14 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs.

ROUMANIA 
DUTY ON SALTED HERRINGS 

H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that according 
to a Customs Circular issued by the Roumanian Ministry 
of Finance on May 1, the duty of 250 lei per 100 kilogs. 
fixed by the Roumano-Norwegian Convention in respect of 
salted herrings is to be applied to herrings of any size 
imported into Roumania, whatever their country of origin 
(other than Russia). 


SPAIN 
CONTROL OF EXPORTS 

A Decree, dated June 1 and published in the ‘ Gaceta 
de Madrid’’ for June 3, issued in view of the present 
exchange conditions which tend to facilitate exports, pro- 
vides that goods for export from Spain are to be classified 
in two categories, v1z.:— 

(a) Goods which may be exported without restriction: 
(b) Goods of which the export may be subjected to 
certain conditions. 

A Ministerial Commission is to be set up to determine 
which articles are to be included in each category, and 
under what conditions permits to export goods classified 
under category (b) may be issued. Until provisions on the 
latter point are issued, the export of potatoes, rice, dried 
pulse, cattle, fresh meat and sausages is suspended. The 
Ministerial Commission may extend this prohibition to any 


other classes of goods deemed to be of prime necessity. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period June 10-20 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 107-69 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks 
or foreign banks established in Spain.

The Bill is 

divided into two Parts, the first of which relates to the con- 

stitution, powers and duties of the proposed Board. The

chairman. The duties of the Board are set out in Part I, 
Section 4, of the Bill, which reads as follows :— 

4. (1) In respect of goods produced in or imported into 
Canada the Board shall, under the direction of the Minister 
fof Finance], make enquiry as to— 

(a) the price and cost of raw materials in Canada and else- 
where, and the cost of transportation thereof from 
the place of production to the place of use or con- 
sumption ; 

(b) the cost of production in Canada and elsewhere, and 
what increases or decreases in rates of duty are 
required to equalise differences in the cost of pro- 
duction ; 

(c) the cost, efficiency and conditions of labour, including 
health of employees, in Canada and elsewhere ; 

(d) the prices received by producers, manufacturers, whole- 
sale dealers, retailers and other distributors in Canada 
and elsewhere ; 

(e) all conditions and factors which affect or enter into the 
cost of production and the price to the consumers in 
Canada ; 

(f) generally, all the conditions affecting production, manu- 
facture, cost and price in Canada as compared with 
other countries ; 

and report to the Minister. 

(2) The Board shall make enquiry into any other matter, 
upon which the Minister desires information, in relation to 
any goods which, if brought into Canada or produced in 
Canada, are subject to or exempt from duties of Customs or 
Excise, and shall report to the Minister, and the enquiry into 
any such matter may include enquiry as to the effect which an 
increase or decrease of the existing rate of duty upon a given 
commodity might have upon industry or trade, and the extent 
to which the consumer is protected from exploitation. 

(3) The Board may be empowered by the Governor-in- 
Council to hold an enquiry under section fifteen of the 
Customs Tariff, in the same manner as the judge of the 
Exchequer Court or any other judge therein referred to may 
be so empowered, and the said section shall include and 
apply to the Board as if it were therein expressly named. 

(4) The Governor-in-Council may empower the Board to 
make any investigation or hold any enquiry authorised by the 
provisions of the Combines Investigation Act, or of a relative 
nature, and for these purposes the Board shall have all the 
powers, authority and jurisdiction vested in the Registrar o1 
in a commissioner appointed under that Act to hold investi 
tions. 

(5) It shall also be the duty of the Board to enquire into any 
other matter or thing in relation to the trade or commerce of 
Canada which the Governor-in-Council sees fit to refer to the 
Board for enquiry and report. 

(6) Enquiries under this section shall be conducted in a 
summary manner, and the respective reports to be made 
pursuant to its provisions shall succinctly state the facts so 
ascertained ; and each report shall be accompanied by a copy 
of the evidence, if any, taken, and by a copy of all informa- 
tion obtained in connection with the enquiry.

The Board is to be a court of record with an official 
seal, and is to have power to summon and examine 
witnesses. Confidential evidence or information is not to 
be made public. 

It is provided under Part Tf of the Bill that the Tariff 
Board from and after a date to be fixed bv the Governor- 
in-Council, will exercise all the powers, functions and 
duties of the Board of Customs. In referring to this pro- 
posed change, the Explanatory Notes to the Bill state that 
“the Board of Customs is very largely a committee of the 
executive heads of that Department, and if an importer 
makes appeal he is practically appealing to the Depart- 
ment itself to review the Department’s own decision. The 
change would, therefore, seem advisable in the interests of 
justice. The present Board has performed a useful service, 
but it is felt that the growth of the Department and the 
assumption of additional duties demand that the work 
should be performed by an independent body, whose 
decisions will be published ’’ forthwith in the Canada 
Gazette “as provided in section 12”’ of the Bill.
